AS SEEN 
TN 
GERM VNV. 


Campaign 
In 
the 
United 
states 
as 
Viewed From Herlln. 
BERLIN, 
Oct 25. 
The progress of 
the Presidential campaign 
in the Unit- 
ed States is watched with the keenest 
interest, though more from a financial 
point of view than with any idea of 
contrasting the social positions occu- 
pied by the candidates. It is difficult, 
however, to get as yet, even from the 
leading newspapers, 
which devote 
col- 
umns of space to the subject, 
an 
in- 
telligent appreciation of the situation. 
Voluminous 
letters are received 
here 
by mail conveying to Germans the 
of the struggle in which 
bo many millions of their countrymen 
are interested, but few of the news- 
papers here follow an intelligent line 
of argument in discussing the ques- 
tions 
which 
the campaign 
compre- 
hends.. 
The "Vossiche Zeitung" publishes an 
article, notable among the others, in 
which it embodies the general German 
notion of the situation. 
The "Vossiche," 
quoting from the 
New York "Handels Zeitung" in 
re- 
gard to the platform upon which Mr. 
Bryan is making his campaign, 
pro- 
ceeds to argue that neither the prin- 
ciples of the currency nor that of the 
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tariff especially inspire Mr. Bryan and 
his followers, 
who, the paper 
says, 
simply 
strive 
to carry 
themselves 
along the old lines of belief that the 
spoils belong to the victors. 
The article concludes by saying that 
neither the victory of McKinley nor the 
success of Bryan can ultimately affect 
the economic movement in the United 
States, which depends upon causes far 
beyond the struggle which is now tak- 
ing place between 
the great political 
parties of America. 
The paper also ridicules the rumors 
which 
have 
been current in the 
col- 
umns of the English papers furnished 
by their American correspondents, and 
which have been reproduced 
here, that 
the situation in the United States is 
such at the present time 'that a very 
narrow issue could involve 
civil war, 
and says that the Germans, comprising 
a considerable 
part of the American 
populace, 
would at all events 
accept 
the result of the election without the 
slightest dream of revolt against the 
voice of the majority as expressed 
by 
the suffrages of the people. 
The "Kreuze Zeitung" is rather 
in- 
clined 
to support Bryan against the 


"sound-mone- 
y" 
men, and denies that 
his 
speeches 
can 
be construed as a 
menace of rebellion, 
as his opponents 
have 
alleged. 
The 
paper, 
however, 
condemns 
the 
Bryanite 
suggestion 
favoring repeal of the civil services 
re- 
form enactments of Congress and con- 
cludes by saying that the German Elec- 
tors in the United States seem to be 
again desirous 
to distinguish 
them- 
selves as "the friends of their enemies, 
for that is what they do when they 
hold the stirrup for the Republican to 
mount."

Much interest was taken in the mock 
election 
held 
yesterday at Thrum's 
book store, and at times the contest 
was exciting. Men and women who had 
a choice among the candidates were 
as active as if the election was bona 
fide, and the safety of the nation 
de- 
pended upon the result. 
In counting the votes the tallymen 
and clerk of thcelectlon discovered 
oc- 
casional Instances where men thought 
they were voting on a bicycle contest, 
and cast a dozen or more votes for their 
friends. Whenever the fraud was de- 
tected such duplicates were thrown out. 
The ballots were all counted and the 
returns made by 7 o'clock last night, 
and if the result is the same in the 
United States, Mrs. McKinley will have 
an opportunity of shaking hands with 
the next President of the United States 
at the breakfast table this morning. 
While the election here may not be 
a forecast of that in the United States, 
it shows very plainly what the wish of 
the Honolulu people Is in the matter of 
the presidency. 
It shows also that it is 
not a mere matter of gold or silver is- 
sue that brought about the result. It 
shows rather that the people of Hono- 
lulu pin their faith to McKinley 
be- 
cause he is pledged to annexation.

Broker Gives His Views 
Matrimo-

Prince Marries a Princess. 


WASHINGTON, 
OcL. 25. 
The Presi- 
dential election of Tuesday, November 
3d, will be held under conditions which 
have never before prevailed, and which 
will render the official count a matter 
of difficulty and unusual delay. 
Since the last Presidential election 
almost every State which had not then 
adopted 
the Australian ballot system 
has, by State enactment, prescribed 
some form of secret blanket ballot, 
either based on the Australian plan or 
closely resembling it. The only excep- 
tions are Georgia, 
Louisiana, 
North 
Carolina and South Carolina. In the 
first three States named the old open 
ballot system prevails and the election 
machinery Is in the hands of the State 
authorities. In South Carolina there is 
.what 
Is called $. "reform ballot." In 
nearly all the other States blanket bal- 
lots will be cast, and In many of them 
the count will be complicated 
by the 
fact that State, legislative and county 
nominations are all printed 
on the 
same 
ballot with the names of the 
Presidential electors. 
Connecticut 
has 
an envelope 
system and New Jersey 
prints each party ticket on a separate 
ballot 
Should the election 
be in any way 
close, it Is, therefore, quite possible 
that it may be 
twenty-fou- r 
hours, or 
even 
forty-eig- ht 
hours,, after the polls 
are closed before the result is known. 
In States like Nebraska, for Instance, 
where, 
according to some estimates, 
there may not be a margin of 5,000 
votes either way, it will be Impossible 
to arrive at a correct judgment until 
all the back counties are heard from. 
The polls in the cities of some States 
close at 4 p. m., but In the country dis- 
tricts keep open until 6, and with a 
Governor, 
Legislature and county of- 
ficers to elect, all on one ballot, it will 
take at least twenty-fou- r 
hours to com- 
plete the count. 
Some idea of the general trend of 
votes in Ohio can probably be obtained 
from 
the result 
of the counties in 
which Cincinnati and Cleveland are re- 
spectively 
situated, and these results 
will probably bo known comparatively 
early. 
The two last Presidential elections 
have been singularly free from uncer- 
tainty. It was known at 10 a. m. on 
election day in 1888 that Mr. Harrison 
had defeated Mr. Cle eland, and it was 
known with equal certainty that Mr.

At the regular weekly meeting of the 
Board of Health, held yesterday after- 
noon, there

Smith, Drs. Day, "Wood, Emerson, Al- 
varez, Monsarrat and Messrs. Lansing, 
Reynolds and Keliipio. 
The quarterly 
report 
of 
Malulani 
Hospital 
showed 
fifty-thr- 
ee 
patients 
taken in and $400.50 received from pay- 
ing patients. 
Inspector Keliipio's 
report showed 
88,000 fish received at the Fish Market 
during the last two weeks. 
The Board 
voted 
to recommend 
to 
the Minister of the Interior that Dr. 
Burt S. Burgess 
he granted a license 
to practice, 
he having been duly 
rec- 
ommended by the Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers. 
Dr. Day 
presented an 
application 
from 
Dr. H. P. Hugus, 
who will 
ar-Ti- ve 
here on the next Australia, for 
any position that the Board may see 
fit to give him. 
Dr. Weddick was appointed 
Govern- 
ment physician at Ewa permanently, 
together with the appointment at "Wai-- 1 
anae, temporarily. 
ie was aiso maae 
an agent of the Board of Health. 
A letter 
from a physician 
in the 
"States and addressed to the "Secretary 
of State" of the Republic 
of Hawaii, 
asking questions regarding the regula- 
tions governing the Board 
of Health 
and other questions pertaining thereto 
Tvas read. 
President Smith asked the question 
1f it would not be a good thing for 
the Board of Health to issue a small 
pamphlet containing regulations 
gov- 
erning the Board, laws regarding phy- 
sicians, and all matters of interest per- 
taining to the work of the Board for 
the information of physicians, agents 
of the Board of Health and for the pur- 
pose of sending abroad to all persons 
desiring 
information 
such 
as 
that 
asked for in the letter 
referred 
to 
above. 
President Smith read a letter from 
the 
French 
Commissioner, 
relating 
further to the proposed 
coming to the 
Islands of the two physicians from the 
Pasteur Institute 
in France 
for the 
purpose of studying leprosy. 
He stat- 
ed that the matter of recompense 
was 
secondary, 
and that the main thing 
was whether the Government 
would 
welcome the savants here. 
Dr. Wood said that the committe 
ap- 
pointed had instructed Dr. Alvarez 
to 
call on the French Commissioner 
for 
the purpose of assuring him that the 
savants 
would be very welcome, 
and 
that the Board of Health would do all 
within its power consistent 'with the 
means at hand to help them in their 
investigations. 
President Smith said that the visit- 
ors could be helped in the matter of 
supplies, that they could be given the 
visitor's house at the leper settlement 
and that other things could be done for 
them. 
'Dr. Alvarez told of his call on the 
French Commissioner, 
saying that he 
had told him the Government could 
not pay the expenses of the physicians. 
The welcome of the Government was 
assured. 
M. Vossion seemed well sat- 
isfied, and said he would lay the mat- 
ter before the Pasteur Institute.

A new ward for refractory cases is 
needed capable of holding at least 40. 


Ward No. 1 that now has the most 
violent eases, is in very bad condition, 
and all cells should be repaired. 
The following 
letter from Dr. Day 
was then read: 
To Mr. T. F. Lansing, Chairman of the 
Committee on Insane Aslum: 
Dear Mr. Lansing: 
Fearing that I 
might not be able to meet you and Dr. 
Wood at the Insane Asylum 
before 
lea-i- ng 
for Hawaii next Tuesday, 
I 
drove over there this afternoon. 
The situation Is critical, and I don't 
see any way of properly relieving it 
short of building a new ward of strong 
cells. 
Something 
could 
be 
accom- 
plished by weeding 
out a number of 
chronic 
idiots 
and 
harmless 
cases. 
That ought to be done at once, but it 
will not relieve the situation much, 
he- - 
cause the pressing need is for more 
strong rooms for the violently insane, 
such 
cases 
as cannot be put into a 
general ward, like Ward No. 2. 
Seeial such cases are now obliged 
to spend the nights in the chairs used 
for refractor- 
- patients. 
Nothing short of another building, 
with separate cells "will meet the 
as they should be met. 
If, however, that is impossible at the 
present time, I would suggest restor- 
ing the separate cells in Ward No. 2, 
walling in the eating pavilion 
and 
converting that into a dormatory for 
harmless cases, and erecting a new eat- 
ing room 
on the other 
side of the 
kitchen. 
These 
changes 
could 
probably be 
made for less money than would he re- 
quired to .put up a new building, and 
might serve to tide us over until we 
can put up a handsome new ward, with 
accommodations 
for 40 or 50 patients, 
similar to Ward No. 4. 
I will not be here at the next meet- 
ing of the Board, but any decision that 
you and Dr. Wood may come to in the 
matter, or any recommendation you 
may make I will indorse.

tory of the Late Years of the Ha- 
waiian Monarchy and the Revolu- - 
tion of 3S1)." lias been placed at

contains a carefully 
com- 
piled 
review 
of the 
reigns

ICalalcaua 
and Liliuolcalani, the 
events leading tip to and follow- 
ing the revolution which marked 
the downfall of nionarchial 
rule

interpretation possible and allow 
honesty 
of 
conviction 
to those 
who were undoubtedly misguided 
and subject 
to the machinations 
of unscrupulous politicians. 
The review of the ''Affair of 
1S9.T' is what it pretends to be 
a brief 
sketch 
of the 
principal 
events of that revolt. 
The portion 
from Prof. 
Alex- 
ander's pen cannot fail to become 
one

At present the school 
is being 
carried on by funds .received from 
the American Board and such' con 
tributions 
as are 
received from 
time to time by local friends and 
missionary organizations. 
"While 
the amount realized is better than 
nothing, it does not allow the 
ex- 
pansion .whick the field of labor of- 
fers. 
The missionary workers are 
constantly handicapped and kept 
within narrow boundaries, which 
is unfortunate, 
to say the least, in 
this land that has "been and always 
will remain 
a bright star in the 
crown of missionary labor. 
"With 


its work on a much reduced T)ais3 
and the Hawaiian Board struggling 
to keep expenses within the limit 
of its income, "the prospect for nar- 
rowing the workvof this missionary 


institute-stare- 
s 
its supporters in the 
face. 
As 
;MV. Leadingham well says, 
If this branch of ''Protestant work 
which has been the dominating re- 
ligious influence in past years, is 
to be. carried to a successful issue, 
there should be enlargement and 
strengthening of forces" in tlie re- 
ligious education 
in the school and 
church. A stable government and 
a high degree of social order are 
possible only where the principles 
of morality are firmly established 
on a firm moral basis. 
The thurch is the great nursery 
of morality. "Where the church has 
a commanding place the iounda- - 
tions of society are nlways secure. 
To gain this 
place 
the church 
needs able and well trained leaders 
men who 
can 
command 
confi- 
dence and respect among the peo- 
ple. 
In the training 
which it fur- 
nishes 
to 
these 
leaders 
of 
the 
churches, the theological school af- 
fects the moral and religious life 
of the country. It holds the same 
relation to the ministerial profes 
sion that the law school does to the 
legal profession, or the medical col 
lege to the practice of medicine. 
A well trained ministry is peculi 
arly necessary at the present time 
for the Hawaiian Islands. 
Every 
thing is in a transition state, and 
a strong ministry is needed, which 
can hold to the good which has 
been 
achieved 
in 
the 
past 
and 
make it effective in the new 
or- 
der of things which is to come. 
The only way to control the future 
is to mold the influences which are 
now shaping it. 
iMuch benevolent 
and philanthropic work is being 
done here in school, kindergarten 
and in other ways, whose influence 
will be largely lost unless it is con 
tinued 
and 
directed into proper 
channels, 
by 
some 
centralizing 
agency like the church. 
This can 
only be done bv such churches as 
have a well trained and active pas- 
tor at their head. 
The appeal of 
the Theological school for aid to 
do its work should come home to 
every one who has the welfare of 
the country at heart. It is for the 
best interests of all classes to sup- 
port such an institution. 


GIVE PUPILS 
LIBERTY. 


An Eastern exchange remarking 
upon the superiority of Prussian 
schools over those of Xew England, 
gives as the cause the military dis- 
cipline maintained in the former. 
To the rigid obedience of the Prus- 
sian pupil, his willingness to 
en- 
dure restrictions imposed, 
and his 
readiness to put up "with plain sur 
roundings, is attributed the higher 
plane 
of 
Prussian 
institutions. 
There may be more or less sound 
principle in this argument, but it 
is safe to say that to average the 
Prussian discipline with the Xew 
England laxity would produce a 
to either? ' Lt'Ts not 
true that pupils will make the most 
of. themselves, when kept with the 
nose to the educational grindstone, 
by sharp military rule. The pupil 
who fails, in his examinations in 
German vr is ruined for life 
a3 a 
professional' man, while the .young 
American can be coached and pad 
ded and crammed until he suc 
ceeds in gaining enough knowledge 
to scratch through. 
These are two 
extremes, 
but more pupils are lia- 
ble to be injured by the former sys- 
tem than the latter. 
There 
are 
thousands 
of 
boys 
and girls 
to 
whom one failure is a lesson Avhich 
spurs them on to make more honest 
and strenuous efforts in the second 
trial. It cannot be beneficial for 
the pupil 
to feel that in 
conse- 
quence of one unsuccessful attempt 
he is forever barred from the 
op- 
portunities open to his more bril- 
liant but not more studious fellow. 
"What hurts the discipline in the 
the American Board carrying on i American schools, after which our 


own are copied, is the interference" 
of parents who get an idea that 
their children are being 
abused. 
Li this respect the American 
sys- 
tem could he improved not a little. 
When the parent takes issue with 
the pupil against the teacher, the 
latter might just as well go out of 
business for all the good that may 
be derived 
from 
his instruction. 
Children, 
and 
their parents 
ought 
to 
be 
made to mi 
derstand that while in school the 
teacher is supreme and there is no 
appeal except in 
cases of 
gro& 
mismanagement, which will quick 
ly come to the attention of superi- 
ors without the parents taking 
a 
prominent hand. There is no occa- 
sion to sigh for military rule in 
schools, or casting out from the van 
of progress 
the dull pupil who 
needs assistance. 
Children should 
be urged to make the most of their 
natural 
capabilities. 
They should 
be encouraged and led, not forced 
by whipping post discipline. 


CANAL 
CONSTRUCTION. 


Opponents of the construction of 
the Nicaragua canal seem to think 
they have won a point in the fail- 
ure of the Kiel ship canal to come 
up to the expectations of the pro- 
moters. 
When that waterway con- 
necting the Baltic and 
North-sea- s 
was built it was assumed that a cer 
tain per coiit of all the traffic going 
I 
up the Baltic would make use of 
the opportunity offered for short- 
ening distance. The report lately 
printed shows that the usage 
has 
only been twenty per cent of what 
was estimated, and consequently a 
serious 
deficiency 
is noted in the 
estimated income. 
This has been 
a sore disappointment to the Ger- 
man 
Emperor, 
who 
opened 
the 
canal with so much display. 
The 
results in this instance, however, 
are not such as to cause any 
dis- 
couragement 
among 
prospective 
canal builders. 
Tt simply demon- 
strates that ship canal construction 
is 
a scheme ' that should not bo 
undertaken 
without 
careful 
linrinary scrutiny.

There is absolutely no compari- 
son 
between Emperor 
"William's 
venture and the prospective Nicar 
agua or Panama project. 
Traffic 
will not readily desert the old chan- 
nels unless a marked advantage is 
to be gained. 
The cutting of the 
Western continent in half is better 
compared with the Suez canal, the 
success of which was almost instan- 
taneous. 
The Tvicl canal improved 
the waterways of the North seas, 
while 
the 
Suez 
has 
practically 
revolutionized 
the trade conditions 
between Europe and Asia, and the 
same conditions would undoubtedly 
follow 
the 
joining 
of 
the 
At- 
lantic and Pacific in the Western 
hemisphere. 


A San 
Francisco 
pastor 
re- 
cently 
told 
his 
congregation: 
"What this country has most to 
fear is not the crime that is ram- 
pant, but the decency that is lan- 
guid." If more people could1 
re- 
alize the force of this sentiment, 
there would be far less crime in 
the world. 
The average human 
being is prone to let well enough 
alone and wink at the slight 
evi- 
dences of immorality that passes 
under his nose every day in the 
year. 
Moral weeds, if let alone, 
flourish 
wonderfully, 
and 
the 
growth is so gradual that the rul- 
ing majority 
do not realize the 
dangers of the situation until the 
whole social system is filled with 
a network 
of corruption 
which 
can only be eradicated 
bv su 
preme effort. 


The general outpouring 
of citi- 
zens who called at the Japanese 
Consulate 
on Tuesday ought to 
leave no question as to the high 
esteem in which the foreign resi- 
dents hold the ruler of the Jap- 
anese Empire. 
While racial and 
national 
differences 
exist to 
a 
greater or less extend, the people 
of this country are never tardy 
in extending the proper courte'sy 
and respect due its foreign repre- - 


sentativesa 
There is, 'after all, a 
happy relation ' between Hawaii 
and the progressive little nation 
of the Orient, and 
Consul-Genera- 
l 
Shimainura was indeed fortunate 
in giving an opportunity for all 
nationalities to demonstrate their 
good will toward Emperor 
Mut-su-hit- o.

nations to receive consideration, 
and her citizens given special pri 
vileges in a country which liither-t- 
o 
had closed its doors to the ad-- f 
vances of foreigners. 
The people

offer hearty congratu- 
lations and best wishes for the 
healthy progress and steady 
ad- 
vance of Japan in its commercial 
and political development.

ESCAPED FROMJAIL 


Pat 
Cullen 
Under 
Sen- 
tence For Murder. 


Said to Have 
Gone 
to 
Kauai 
on 


Waialeale-Rewa- rd 
Offered 
For Capture, 


The police department was notified 
shortly before 
C o'clock last night of 
the escape of Pat Cullen 
from Oahu 
jail. 
Only the most meagre 
informa- 
tion could be obtained last night, as 
the officials or guards at the jail 
de- 


clined to give any information, prefer- 
ring rather to go on a still hunt for 
the escape 
than to give the matter 
publicity. 
Rumor has it that Cullen, who was 
a trusty at the prison and engaged out- 
side the walls, failed to answer to his 
name when called at 5 o'clock. 
How 
long he had been away when the dis- 
covery was made is not known, but it 
is supposed he had been absent about 
an hour. 
Search 
began at once and 
within a half hour the prisoner's strip- 
ed suit was 
found, showing that he 
had assistance in his escape. 
The clerk at the station was quite as 
reticent as the guards at the jail. 
He 
would 
say only that a prisoner had 
escaped. 
Information 
was 
communi- 
cated to the Marshal 
about 7 o'clock 
that Cullen was seen talking to a well 
known young man on Sunday for about 
three hours, and yesterday at 3 p. m. 
he was again in conversation with him 
outside the walls. 
The Marshal communicated 
with the 
young 
man, but it was impossible 
to 
learn last night the nature of the 
in- 
formation, if any was secured. 
It is 
probable that Cullen will conceal him- 
self somewhere in the mountains until 
such time as he can escape from the 
country on an outgoing 
vessel. 
This 
may not be difficult to accomplish, 
as 
several instances of the kind have 
oc- 
curred within the last few years. 
Cullen was convicted of killing a Chi- 
naman in Koolau about two years ago 
and was sentenced 
to imprisonment at 
hard labor for five years. His conduct 
at the prison has been faultless, and as 
a reward for his behavior he was made 
a trusty and given the usual privileges. 
His home is in Koolau, but it is not 
considered 
probable that he will visit 
that locality. 


There 
is, as yet, 
no 
clew 
to the 
whereabouts of Pat Cullen, the man 
who escaped from Oahu Jail on Tues- 
day. 
It was first thought that he took 
passage 
on one of the Kauai boats, 
which left about 5 o'clock, but this is 
now doubted and preference is given to 
the belief that he left on the Claudine 
for Maui, 
believing 
he 
could 
secure 
passage for the United States from that 
point 
On the other hand, a schooner, which 
usually ties up in the harbor for long 
stretches of time, has been absent for 
several 
days. 
A 
water-fro- 
nt 
man, 
who expressed 
the opinion 
the other 
day that the schooner had gone out 
for opium, now thinks there is a con- 
nection between 
Cullens' 
absence and 
the departure of the schooner, 
advanc- 
ing the idea that Cullen 
could have 
gone off in a small boat, after the man- 
ner of Arthur Featherstone, two years 
ago, and joined the schooner 
some- 
where 
outside. 
In this case 
he will 
probably not be heard from until he 
reaches a foreign port. 
Cullen has plenty of friends here, 
and what is still better, money, and 
between the two he will have little dif- 
ficulty in keeping clear of the police. 


Now that it is quite 
definitely 
set- 
tled that Pat Cullen has gone to Kauai, 
the question 
arises, will the police be 
able to get him. 
He had twenty hours 
ahead of the messenger 
who followed 
after him, and unless he lingers too) 
long in Hanalei, he has had ample time 
to reach his wife's stopping place in 
Kalaulau Valley, and once there, with J 
all the friends he has in the neighbor- 
hood, he will be as safe as Koolau. 
Persons who came from Kauai yes- 
terday state they heard nothing of his 
arrival, but as he was not looked for, 
this is not surprising. 
With Marshal 
Brown on that Island, Cullen will have 
little chance of eluding the police, un- 
less, as has been stated, he has gone 
Into the Valley, 
It is understood that he had with 
him a knife and a hatchet when he 
left the jail, but the latter implement 


was found somewhere 
near his prison 
clothing; 
the knife he carried with 
him, and if he should find his wife, as 
reported, , living with 
another 
man, 
there may be another murder to chron- 
icle. 
Yesterday Deputy Marshal Hitchcock 
put up the following poster, but it is 
not considered that the small reward 
offered will tempt anyone to go into 
the Valley to look for him. 
Mr. Cul- 
len might become 
angered 
at being 
intruded upon, and when he is angry, 
the poster says, he is very desperate.

On the locomotive, 
together with the engineer and fireman, 
were the brakeman and J. Ogilvie, the 
assistant head luna.

Just as the "Horshoe Curve" 
wast 
reached, 
the 
locomotive 
jumped 
the 
track and turned completely 
over, 
al- 
most pinning the men inside the cab. 
H. Nunn, the engineer, 
was pretty 
badly shaken up, but sustained no 
se- 
rious injuries. 
The brakeman was cut 
about the wrist, and J. Ogilvie received 
some 
pretty 
severe 
scratches. 
The 
most seriously injured was V. Herman 
sen, the 
fireman, 
who 
received 
two 
ugly cuts in the forehead. 
The locomotive was pretty badly used 
up. The cab was smashed and the wa- 
ter tank was wrenched away complete- 
ly.
